(b) No health care plan by contract, witten policy, or
procedure may permt or allow an individual or entity to
di spense a different drug in place of the drug or brand of
drug ordered or prescribed w thout the express perm ssion of
the person ordering or prescribing the drug, except as
provi ded under Section 3.14 of the Illinois Food, Drug and
Cosnetic Act.

(c) No health care plan or its subcontractors may by

contract, witten policy, procedure, or otherw se mandate or

require an enrollee to substitute his or her participating

primary care physician under the plan during inpatient

hospitalization wthout the agreenent of that enrollee's

participating prinmary care physician. Al health care plans

shal | inform prospective enrollees and enrollees of any

policies, recomendations, or qguidelines concerning t he

substitution of the enrollee's primary care physici an when

hospitalization is necessary in the nmanner set forth in

subsections (d) and (e) of Section 15.
